The heavy rain storm of the even­ 
ing sent the water 
rushing 
down 
from the sides of the hills in that 
vicinity and from the upper end with 
such velocity that the people of Ho­ 
kah feared for the safety of their 
chief attraction. 
Everything 
was 
done to save the dam 
but 
to no 
avail. 
The immense am ount of wa­ 
ter forced it down and 
the 
w ater 
went rushing out with a velocity that 
dislodged trees, large stones, bould­ 
ers and carried away a small ware­ 
house and part of the Webber feed 
mill, w'hich was 
operated 
by 
the 
poorer obtained from the water. Soon 
what had once been a beautiful lake, 
was but a small creek, thus present­ 
ing nearly the same view as about 
fifty years ago. 
The deep hollow in 
which the lake 
had 
been, is now- 
bare, the sides of the hills showing 
the ravages of time and erosion. The 
beautiful falls are 
now 
absolutely 
dry. 
The water also washed out about 
"no feet of the Milwaukee tracks at 
Hokah, most of which were switch­ 
ing lines. 
These have been repaired 
enough for train service. 
Was a “Made” Lake. 
The many fish for which 
Lake 
Como has always been noted, went 
out in the rush of the water and none 
,of them were left pocketed where 
they would have died and left the 
possibility of stench and disease. 
The creek which is still there is 
known as Thompson’s creek. Edwin 
Thompson was one of the early set­ 
tlers of Hokah, coming there in the 
early fifties. 
In 1858 he built a 
mill and a dam at this point and 
utilized the water power for the op 
eratlon of bls structure. 
The dam 
was about 300 feet long and about 
50 feet high, and was built of tim ­ 
ber and stones from Mt. Tom, an­ 
other of the beautiful attractions of 
the village. 
The power 
derived 
from the dam was later obtained b\ 
the Milwaukee railroad for the op­ 
eration of the shops which they con 
ducted there for the Southern Min 
nesota division of the system. The 
shops were discontinued about 25 
years ago and since that time the 
railroad has had no active interest 
in the dam or the lake except as a 
summer resort and an ideal place for 
week end outings. 
Up to 
a 
few 
years ago the Milwaukee ran Sunday 
excursions to the village, but 
the 
profit derived from the outings was 
not large enough 
to 
w arrant 
the 
maintenance of these weekly runs. 
The place has for many years been 
an ideal camping place and is well 
known all over the northwest for its 
picturesque scenery and fishing. 
Railroad Not Interested. 
The Milwaukee company state that 
they will not rebuild the dam as 
they have no interest there at 
the 
present time. 
In an interview this 
morning C. L. V. Craft stated: “ We 
have no interests over 
there 
any 
more and have no use whatever for 
the dam or the water power. We for- j 
merly used it for operating the shops I 
of the Southern Minnesota, but that 
was discontinued about twenty-five 
years ago." 
It is probable and

been agitated that the lake and the 
dam will be restored by the people 
of Hokah.

The di­ 
rectors will give constant attention 
to the needs of this departm ent and 
Principal Johnson states that 
the 
faculty is preparing for an extensive 
opening course on this subject, which 
will include household bacteriology*, 
home nursing, laundrying. 
sewing, 
baking and the many other duties of 
the home. 
Many of the girls who express a 
desire to take the domestic economy 
course, state that they desire to fit 
themselves for teachers. The course 
is of such a nature that one gradu­ 
ating can, without further instruc­ 
tion. teach the subject. 
The field is
